HOW ILLINOIS HAS SUFFERED. 

The table and comments below throw a 
mathematical lime-light upon the evil wrought 
^to the horse breeders of the State of Illinois, by 
the— let us call it stupidity— of legislative 
failure in the interest of racing. The fig- 
ures in the table only show the decrease 
—necessary— in the mere production of horses. 
It does not exhibit the more important side 
issues. They count 50 to 1 in dollars to Illinois, 
and especially Chicago as to general loss as 
against breeding loss. The side issues are, rac- 
ing, selling by auction the action of operating 
keen and healthful race tracks, and the specula- 
tion about such operation. There is a second 
array of side issues bearing on the action of 
railroads, hotels and merchants who treat in a 
high class way with folks who spend money 
liberally and have no use for a credit depart- 
ment. The ban on racing since 1894 has cost 
Chicago many millions of dollars and other Illi- 
nois towns half as much. The total, conserva- 
tively estimated, is about $50,000,000. The table 
is from the Horse Review of Chicago. So are 
the comments before it: 

“Accurate statistics showing the immense, 
the almost startling, decrease in the breeding 
of horses since 1890 in the state of Illinois are 
contained in Circular 179, a report by the State 
Board of Agriculture, just issued. This report 
goes into detail concerning all sorts of farm 
products and all classes of live stock. It is 
compiled from the reports of more than 600 cor- 
respondents, and the accuracy of their work, 
year by year, has been proved by the annual 
returns of the various county and township 
assessors, so that in dealing with them we are 
reasonably certain that they can be relied on. 
Our readers cannot fail to be interested in the 
tables which give the number of foals in every 
county, for the years beginning with 1887 and 
ending with 1896. The one point which stands 
out most clearly and which shows just where the 
horse interest stands in its ability to supply the 
demand of the present market is the tremendous 
decrease in breeding operations. In 1887, as 
shown by the tables referred to, there were 
foaled in Illinois 137,565 colts of all breeds. In 
■ 1896 this fell away to 69,913, a total decrease of 
67,652, or nearly one-half. During the years 1887 
to 1890, inclusive, the number of foals produced 
in all the counties of the state remained at 
about the same figure, varying, in many in- 
stances, but a few dozen, or at worst, one hun- 
dred. The first sharp decline was in 1892, but 
the bottom was reached in 1896. We have not 
the space in which to publish all the tables, but 
have selected twenty counties at random, in 
order to show just what the ratio of decrease 
has been. The table, as we give it, shows the 



number of colts foaled in the seven years, and 
is as follows :

It is 
Mr. Woodard’s present intention to buy one or 
two good horses in the east, and in addition to 
riding them on the fiat Dupee will do the light- 
weight riding for Mr. Patterson. 

A Louisville, Ky., dispatch to the New York 
World says that Plaudit, the present favorite 
for the Kentucky Derby, was clipped not long 
ago and caught cold. This has caused the colt 
to fall off’ twenty pounds in the last two weeks. 
The colt is reported to be recovering however 
and will no doubt be in form again long before 
Kentucky Derby day. 

Charley Thorpe’s riding in California this 
winter has really been remarkable. Up to the 
beginning of this week he had 101 wins to his 
credit out of 311 mounts. This is an extremely 
high percentage. Besides he had ridden second 
61 times and third 58. Clawson stands second 
with 79 wins out of 416 mounts and Conley third 
with 63 out of 231. 

It is given out at Nashville that “Curley” 
Brown will do the starting on the Parmer-Hen- 
drie tracks this season and that the contract 
was closed Friday night by telegraph. Brown 
will also handle the flag at Nashville and New- 
port this spring. 

Mt. McGregor will not be raced this spring 
and it is doubtful whether Altamax will ever 
again face the starter. This is to be regretted 
as the son of Maxim was a greater racehorse 
than he has ever shown in public.— San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 

Baker & Gentry’s good horse Simon W is 
reported to be better this year than ever. He 
is lusty, healthy and strong and his unsound 
legs have to all appearances been entirely 
cured. , 

An English turfman is negotiating with Bar- 
ney Schreiber for the purchase of Marplot. He 
wants to secure the colt to race in some of the 
long-distance races in England.— Breeder and 
Sportsman. 

Fleur de Lis will not be sent east until the 
middle of April. She is to start in the Burns 
handicap.
